When Men Fail 

Men are failures. This is not a popular truth — 
but it is the truth, for it is God’s verdict. “There 
is none righteous, no, not one’ (Rom. 3: 10), — and 
the only real success is righteousness. Sin is failure, 
and “all have sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:23). One of Judah’s “good” kings 
was Uzziah; taking the throne at sixteen, he reigned 
for more than half a century, and “he did that which 
was right in the sight of the Lord” (2 Chron. 26: 
4). God gave him and the people under him great 
blessing and prosperity. But Uzziah permitted heathen 
and idolatrous worship to continue; he violated the 
law of God by taking to himself in the Temple a 
privilege granted only to priests, and God smote 
him with leprosy. He died, a king but a leper. It 
was a pitiable and tragic failure. Have we realized 
the significance of Isaiah’s account of the great vision 
by which God recommissioned him as a prophet to 
Judah and Israel? He writes:. “In the year that 
king Uzziah died I saw also the Lord ‘sitting upon a 
throne, high and lifted up” (Isa..6:1).-. King Uzziah 
had- just died —and what a death of ignominy, sin, 
and defeat it was! A-good and great man had failed. 
But God had not failed. King Uzziah was dead: the 
Lord lived, and reigned upon His throne, high and 
lifted up! Men fail: God never fails. But there is 
another great truth here. : Because God- never fails, 
even men can-be delivered from failure and live: and 


die righteously. -The God-breathed words that tell us 
that “all have sinned” are followed immediately by 
the statement. that we may be “justified freely by- His 
grace through the redemption that is in Christ Jesus.” 
Because all men by ‘nature are failures, because there 
is none righteous, God has given us his Son, “who 
knew no sin,” to become our Substitute and die in 
our. stead, so that by faith in him we may die unto 
sin and live in the very righteousness of God. Self 
is king in the natural life of all of us; but by the 
death of Christ self may die unto sin.. And “in the 
year,” in the very moment, that: King Self dies, 
we._may,. see “the Lord sitting upon a throne” in our 
heart, “high and lifted up.”

Christ and Permanent Peace 


Did the Lord Jesus Christ attempt to bring per- 
manent peace to the world? A discussion of the ques- 
tion has been going on in the columns of Time, this 
magazine having recently said that Major General Har- 
bord, of the American Legion, “called Jesus Christ 
a failure.” General Harbord is quoted as saying: “A 
large number of. honest but misguided people believe 
it possible to bring about that permanent peace which 
has been the dream of all ages but which the Prince 
of Peace himself: failed to achieve. 2,000 years ago 
...” A Time reader. protests that the magazine’s 
comment is “misleading, if nota bit unfair.” The 
incident isa fresh reminder of the fact that so many, 
both of the world in general and within the Church, 
fail to recognize the teaching of the Bible as to the pur- 
pose of Christ at his first advent, and as to permanent 
peace and how jit-is to come. Christ came to die for 
men’s sins and thus become their Saviour. He carried 
through this purpose and mission triumphantly, never 
faltering, never tailing, never defeated in a single iota 
of that which the Father had entrusted to him. He 
did indeed offer. himself to Israel as their divinely 
predicted Messiah and King, and his nation rejected 
him as the Scriptures had predicted they would. So 
far from even attempting to bring permanent peace 
to the world at that time, the Lord ‘plainly declared 
that, throughout the entire age in which he was then 
living and in which we still live, “ye shall hear of 
wars and rumours of wars: see that ye be not trou- 
bled: for all these things must come to pass, but the 


end is not yet. For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom” (Matt. 24:6, 7). Nor 
did the Lord commission his Church to bring perma- 
nent peace among hations, or even to convert or 
Christianize the whole world, but simply to “preach 
the gospel to every creature’ (Mark 16:15), while 
he plainly predicted that many would reject the Gospel 
and’ some would believe and be saved. While this 
work of evangelism continues the Bible shows that 
men will increasingly revolt against God and Christ, 
with resulting and recurring wars, until the age cul-- 
minates in such a world-wide and atheistic revolt as 
has not yet been known, the beginnings of which are 
only too evident in Russia and throughout the -world 
today.. This revolt. culminates in Armageddon - and 
will be summarily and supernaturally put down by 
the personal return of Christ in glory, Then, and 
not until then, will the Prince of Peace take his throne 
and reign over this world. For ‘the first time the 
war-wracked world will know universal peace. Christ 
who has never failed and’ never can fail, will achieve ' 
triumphantly that which” he has not yet undertaken, 
and which no League of- Nations, or World Court, 
or international covenants or peace pacts between men 
can ever bring to pass. “He. which testifieth= these 
things saith, Surely I come quickly. Amen. Even so, 
come, Lord Jesus” (Rev. 22: 20).

Dice and Bibles © 


Depression brings blessing in more ways than one. 
It lessens people’s confidence in themselves -and in 
their money and earthly possessions, and often it turns 
their thoughts to God.

The Bible 
brings nothing but blessing to those who trust it as 
God’s own voice. 


Thanksgiving the Secret of Deliverance 


But the Atheists call for a Blamegiving Day 


HEN we are having a hard time, what is 
W ie best way to get out of it? By sighing, 
or by singing? “By grumbling, or by praising? 
It is a temptation to think that we can relieve our 
feelings by giving free expression to discouragement 
when everything is against us—or seems to be. As 
a matter of fact, complaining about our difficulties 
not only does not relieve our feelings, but it makes 
them, worse. Paradoxical as it may seem, to sing, 
to praise, to give thanks when all that we can see 
and feel is at its wofst, is the surest, safest, and swift- 
est way to come out of the darkness into the light. 
It has been truly said that Prayer Changes Things: 
it is equally true that Praise Changes Things. 
But praise and thanksgiving must have their object, 
and their object must be a real and worthy one. 
Mere optimism without a reason for being optimistic 
is worse than useless —it leaves us in a fool’s. para- 
dise, It is the worst of fallacies to think that if only 
we keep on being. hopeful, and deny the reality of 
difficulties, these will disappear and all will be well. 
Denying the existence of facts never alters the facts, 
but it may defeat or destroy us. There is only one 
practical way of being hopeful, of lifting our hearts 
in praise and thanksgiving while we live in the midst 
of real, not imaginary, difficulties, hardships, priva- 
tiens,.and disasters of every sort. 
We are in.such a: situation today. Net only the 
human and business world of finance and economics 


is in confusion and catastrophe .about us, not only are 
human governments tottering and nations watching 
one another in mutual suspicion and fear while war 
threatens in colossal reality, but the world of nature 
shares in the~turmoil: earthquakes, floods and cy- 
clones, and the ravaging increase of mysterious and 
deadly diseases play their part in the darkness of the 
day in which we live. None of these things is imag- 
inary; all are terribly real and ominous, To say that 
men or nations have always found a way out hitherto, 
and that we can trust men’s inherent strength and 
wisdom and character to carry through successfully 
in the present darkness, is blind and foolish optimism. 
Not only history, but the sure Word of God, exposes. . 
the folly of such reasoning. 

In spite of these undeniable facts, today is a time 
to sing and praise and give thanks. Not because 
of any confidence in ourselves, or in our fellow men, 
or in any nation or president or dictator or king. 
“But God” —that is the reason for our rejoicing with 
“joy unspeakable and full of glory.” 

We may well thank God that in the United States 
of America we live in a Christian land and under a 
government that recognizes and worships Ged. Not 
that America and our government are wholly and 
unreservedly Christian: no nation is that, and no nation 
will be that until the Lord himself returns to reign 
over the whole world. But America is a land. of 
Christian ideals and ‘standards in many ways; its 
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government, like that of Canada and Great Britain, 
reverently recognizes God; millions of its citizens are 
true Christians; and the worship of God in the name 
of his only Son as men’s only Saviour, with the study 
of his only Word, are blessed factors throughout tbe 
length and breadth of the land, as in the other coun- 
tries named. The United States; Canada, and Great 
Britain are blessed indeed in the. attitude of their 
President, Premier, and King toward God. The Pre- 
mier of the Dominion recently said before a great 
public audience in Toronto: “The Grace of God 
saved England in the eighteenth century, and I am 
firmly convinced as I stand here that nothing but the 
Grace of God will save this world.” 

President Hoover calls upon his nation, as has been 
done almost uniformly for generations past, to, ob- 
serve the fourth Thursday of November as a Day of 
Thanksgiving to God. Canada observed its Thanks- 
giving Day on October 12. 

God is the reason for our thanksgiving, for our 
song, the object of our praise. His love, his grace, 
his power, his knowledge and wisdom, are infinite and 
unchangeable. The darkness, danger, and disaster that 
are upon the world are plainly predicted in his infal- 
lible Word, and as plainly declared are the assurances 
of his all-sufficient protection and provision for those 
who trust ‘him and ‘accept salvation and deliverance 
freely given in his Son as men’s Saviour and Lord. 

At:this Thanksgiving season, when there is addi- 
tional cause for thanksgiving in the fact that adversity 
is turning many to God who had forgotten him in 
prosperity, there is a strange and startling phenom- 
enon that Christian people should know about. One 
of the facts predicted in Scriptural prophecy as char- 
acterizing the end of the age just before the return 
of the Lord is an organized revolt against God and 
Christ. This: is occurring in Russia more conspicu- 
ously than elsewhere; but it is found in many lands 
today, and even in Christian America, where the 
American Association for the Advancement of Athe- 
ism was incorporated, a few years ago, under the laws 
of one of our States. For several years the 4 A’s, 
as the Association is often called, has actually been 
asking the President of the United States not to issue 
any Thanksgiving Proclamation. And now it has 
addressed an Open Letter to President Hoover, say- 
ing that, inasmuch as its earlier protests have been 
ignored, and as the. present year “has been a mixture 
“of good and evil, with evil predominating,” and 
“Whereas expressing gratitude for favors without 
voicing grievance for injuries characterizes the slavish 
subject of an Asiatic despot rather than the free 
American citizen,” the Association records certain res- 
olutions. Among these are the following: 


That, assuming for the one day the existence’ of 
an all-powerful deity, we hereby, in order to make 
Thanksgiving Day a true day of accounting, pro- 
claim a Blamegiving Day, to be observed on Thanks- 
giving Day, this year, and each succeeding year, so 
long as Thanksgiving services are unconstitutionally 
proclaimed by the President ; 

That we will hold a mass meeting in Webster Hall, 
tr9 East Eleventh Street, New York, in the afternoon 
of November 26, for the purpose of blaming the 
deity for widespread and undeserved misery ; 

That we invite the unemployed, the drought- 
stricken, the afflicted, and all victims of acts of 
God — all persons who during the year have suffered 
through no fault of their own —to join with us in 
observing Blamegiving Day in the first service of 
its kind ever held in the United States, by holding 
similar meetings, either public or private, in every 
commihunity throughout the country where a group 
of intellectually independent persons can be gathered 
together ; 

‘Bhat we request the various political parties and 
soeial welfare movements to participate in this effort 
> obtain less evil and more good from Divine Provi- 

ence. 


But for the Word of God, it would seem incredible 
that such blasphemy and insanity could seriously be 
offered to the American public. But those who know 
the Scriptures are not surprised. Some 3,000 years 
ago the Psalmist described with infallible accuracy 
the Anti-God Society of Russia and the American 
Association for the Advancement of Atheism, pre- 
dicting that people would “take counsel together, 
against the Lord, and against his anointed, saying, 


Let us break their bands asunder, and cast away their 


cords from us” (Psa. 2:2, 3). This was written 
especially of kings and rulers, and we may well thank 
God that, while that is true of Russia, it is not true 
of America. But the fact of the existence of an in- 
corporated organization for the propagation of athe- 
ish in America is sady significant, and should chal- 
lenge the prayers of God’s people in this land that 
the deadly purposes of the Association may be thwarted 
and that young and old may see the futility and false- 
hood of its message. 

“Intellectually independent persons” are invited to 
blame God by the Association that denies the existence 
of God. Of this “intellectual independence” God has 
said: “The fool hath said in his heart, There is no 
God.” Men of sane minds, men who really think, do 
not call meetings to blame a person who does not 
exist, nor do they call upon their fellows to participate 
in an “effort to obtain less evil and more good from 
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Divine Providence”» when they think they know that 
there is no divine providence. 

Why does God permit the existence of such an 
organization, and the public utterance of such arrogant 
and insolent blasphemy, without rendering instant and 
summary justice upon it? God’s Word tells us why. 
One is reminded of the well-known incident of an 
atheist who, in a public meeting, announced that he 
would give God Almighty five minutes to strike him 
dead as he uttered his defiance of God. He pulled 
out his watch and counted off the minutes: one, two, 
three, four,—one or two women in the audience 
screamed or fainted from fear; five, and the atheist 
triumphantly put his watch back into his pocket as he 
showed that he had proved his point. And a man of 
God commented quietly: “Does the gentleman think 
that he can exhaust the patience of Almighty God in 
five minutes?” 

God has .promiséd to put down all unrighteousness 
with a rod of iron, by the return of his Son. . Why 
does he wait? “Beloved,” writes Peter by inspiration, 
“, . the Lord is not slack concerning his promise, 
as some men count slackness; but is longsuffering to 
us-ward, not willing that any should. perish, but that 
all should come to repentance” (2 Pet. 3:8, 9). 

But the time will come when God will have to close 
the door of grace and deal with men. in judgment. 
There is a terrible word in the Second Psalm follow- 
ing the prediction of the revolt of men against God: 
“He that sitteth in the heavens shali laugh: the Lord 
shall have them in derision. Then shall he speak unto 
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them in his wrath, and vex them in his sore displeas- 
ure.” Let us pray for the organizers and leaders of 
the Atheism Association, that their hearts may be 
touched, their eyes opened, and that they may turn 
to Christ while yet there is time and be saved. 

It is refreshing to turn from the blamegiving of 
the lost to the thanksgiving of the saved, as we read 
the many testimonies of praise to God from well-known 
Christian leaders, including ministers of the Gospel, 
Bible teachers, and business men, on the facing page 
in this Thanksgiving Number of Tae Sunpay ScHOOL 
Times. These Christian witnesses are not theorists 
—they are practical men, who know the meaning of 
everyday life and its tests, and who are sharing with 
the rest of the world in the uncertainty and distress 
of today. Being practical, they have put the Word 
of God to the test, and.they know it is true because 
he is true; and that it is really possible, because “the 
Lord is at hand,” to “be careful [anxious] for noth- 
ing; but in every thing in prayer and supplication 
WITH THANKSGIVING let your requests be made known 
unto God. And the peace of God, which passeth all 
understanding, shall keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4: 5-7). 

Thanksgiving is the way of deliverance. “And when 
they began to sing and to praise, the Lord set ambush- 
ments” (2 Chron. 20:22). As the margin of the 
Revised Version of Psalm 50:23 tells us: “Whoso 
Offereth the sacrifice of thanksgiving. glorifieth Me; 
and prepareth a way that I may show him the salva- 
tion of God.” 





Thanksgiving from a Shut-In 


“Rejoice in the Lord alway” is an invitation to 
do the impossible. Every Christian knows what. it 
is to rejoice in the Lord sometimes, or occasionally, 
or often; have we tested the miracle, and entered into 
the wonder, of rejoicing in the Lord alway?

Ryder, 34 Appleton Place, Glen Ridge, N. J., and 
readers of THE SuNDAY ScHooL Times will be grate- 
ful for the privilege of seeing this remarkable testi- 
mony to the love and faithfulness of God: 

“Let every thing that has breath look up and 
praise the Lord for his goodness and for his wonder- 
ful works to the children of men. From the rising 
of the sun to the going down of the same the Lord’s 
Name is to be praised, — through life, through death, 
through all eternity. Rejoice in the Lord alway, and 
again I say, rejoice. May there never be a day or a 
night in life that we cannot rejoice in the Lord and 
see the brightness beyond the gloom.

It will be 
thirty-three years the 28th of next month since I 
have been confined to this bed of suffering, breaking 
down with heart trouble when I was twelve years 
old, and now many incurable diseases to struggle 
against, — blind and crippled. But the dear Lord takes 
me through everything and blesses me in a most mar- 
velous way. Kept by the power of God through faith. 
Because Thy lovingkindness is better to me than life, 
my lips shall praise Thee.

The Cover Picture on this Issue 


past summer a group of SunpAay ScHoot TIMES 
readers had the great privilege of making a trip 
to Palestine, under the auspices of the Travel Institute 
of Bible Research. The journey was described in 
four issues of the Times: July 18, August 1, 22, and 
September 26. 

,The minaret shown in the picture on the cover of 
this issue was within sight of the American Colony 
in Jerusalem, where the Trmes party stayed for two 
weeks. At sundown they often heard the weird, long- 
drawn-out cry of the muezzin, when he came out on 
the little balcony of the minaret to call Mohammedans 
to prayer. 

The threshing scene is undoubtedly much like those 
that were familiar to the Lord Jesus and his dis- 
ciples, and to people of Old Testament times as 

ell. Perhaps the threshingfloor of Araunah the 
Jehusite (2 Sam. 24:18) looked something like this, 
though of course the buildings in the background would 
not be the same. The man on the left is just in the 
act of tossing grain into the air so that the wind 
may blow the chaff away. This reminds one of Psalm 
1:4: “The ungodly are not so: but are like the 
chaff which the wind driveth away.” The man in 
the center of the picture is crushing the grain with 
heavy boards fastened together and dragged by, the 
team of horses. The membets of the Tres party 
often saw this same work being done in the country 
districts by oxen or asses driven around and around 
on a pile of grain. Paul refers to this same method 
in 1 Corinthians 9:9, 10: “For it is written in the 
law of Moses, Thou shalt not muzzle the mouth of 
the ox that treadeth out the corn, Doth God take 
care for oxen? Or saith he it altogether for our 
sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, this is written: that 
he that ploweth should plow in hope; and that he that 
thresheth in hope should be partaker of his hope.” 

_The women at the extreme right of the picture are 
sifting the threshed grain with a sieve. This recalls 
the wonderfully comforting words of the Lord Jesus: 
“Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath desired to have 
you, that he may sift you as wheat: but I have prayed 
for thee, that thy faith fail not: and when thou art 
converted, strengthen thy brethren” (Luke 22: 31, 32). 

This is only one of the many, many scenes that 
add their testimony to the wonder of the Word of 
God for all Bible lovers who travel in Palestine today. 
The people shown in the picture wrest a hard living 
from the thorny, stony soil, as generations before them 
have done. But that small country will again be “the 
glory of all lands” (Ezek. 20:6), for the Lord him- 
self will transform it, and “instead of the thorn shall 
come up the fir tree, and instead of the brier shall 
come up the myrtle tree: and it shall be to the Lord 
for a name, for’ an everlasting sign that shall not be 
cut off” (Isa. 55:13). é ;

I have been shot at— point blank—by a rash and 
irresponsible soldier; been surrounded by bandits, to 
be robbed, and again aimed at, point blank; seized by 
Southern soldiers who held me, many hours, insisting 
that I was a “White Russian” spy in the employ of 
a Northern general, and therefore to be speedily dis- 
patched; and I have been almost miraculously deliv- 
ered by faithful Chinese Christian friends getting word 
to our American Consul, who secured, from the 
Southern General-in-Charge, 4 proclamation of safe- 
conduct, between the lines, across the Yellow River 
(each bank held by rival forces), and so returned to 
our Station Compound not only unhurt but unmolested. 
We have escaped devastating floods and dry famines 
that have weighted millions in our midst; we have 
been repeatedly saved from violent and cruel mien. 
“The Lord hath indeed delivered us out of the hands 
of them all.” And what ingrates we would be if we 


did not sing, praising him that lke hath kept us from 
dangers known and unknown. 

Again, what base children if we were not especially 
thankful for a good journey across the great waste 
of waters; for health and safety en route; for finding 
our dear family members (after years of separation) 
well and busy and happy in the Lord, and, for the 
love they bear to him, in glad committal. to his 
service. Moreover, it has been a joy beyond words 
to find many friends so kindly and helpful to us; and 
so hearteningly unchanged in their fealty to God, so 
full of zeal to him, and that according to knowledge ;

How St. Louis Lutherans influenced 
a neighborhood 








Building Up a Downtown Sunday School

is St. Stephen’s Lutheran, at 4301 Olive 
Street, a business center in St. Louis. The 
school is not large —only a little over ninety children 
now — but it is growing, and best of all, it grew in a 
year out of nothing, out of “‘a lost cause,” so to speak. 
This corner three years ago was the center of a dy- 
ing parish, St. George’s Episcopal Church. The parish 
dated back almost a century, and it had had the rich 
and powerful as its parishioners, and brilliant pulpit 
orators, even bishops-elect, on its roll of rectors, But 
the familiar spiritual malady, “a changed neighbor- 
hood,” had eaten into the parish. “It seemed to the 
vestry that “nobody” lived there any more, just as 
certain churches in summer have to close because there 
is “nobody” in the city. St. George’s permitted its 
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final rector to resign, the church was deserted, and 


the members joined themselves by official merger to 
another parish farther westward. 

Now a teeming city has always “somebody” every- 
where. Above the shops and stores and studios along 
Olive Street, at 4300, are flats where people live. 
Around the corner are boarding -houses and modified 
apartment buiJdings. It is not a foreign district. 
Almost all are English-speaking people. Children are 
seen here and there. A large public school is main- 
tained. 

So it occurred to the Rev. Professor Walter A. 
Maier, of the Chair of Old Testament at Concordia 
Theological Seminary, that here was a good site for 
laboratory work on the part of his senior students, 
young men who hoped soon to become pastors. Pro- 
fessor Maier saw here a chance for a soul clinic. A 
church with nettles in its yard and dust on its window 
sills! A neighborhood with many children who knew 
nothing about Sunday-school ! 

The young theologians were eager to leara. They 
had been used to preaching on Sundays at missions 
and schools; but they were: not accustomed to work

like this. Systematically, week by week, they rang 
doorbells, from Forest Park to Page Boulevard, from 
Kingshighway to Grand Avenue, a district about a 
mile square. Between -thirty and forty young men 
were enlisted. They took it block by block, on Sat- 
urday afternoons, ¢ 

“Sometimes they shut the door in our faces,” said 
one, telling of his patrol, “but mostly we were very 
welcome, If they told us that they attended Sunday- 
school we asked no more, but if they attended nowhere, 
we gave the children a cordial invitation to come to 
the Sunday-school which we would teach at 4301 
Olive Street. Nine-tenths of those who attended no- 
where, we found~to be simply indifferent, not at all 
hostile.” 

The officials of old St. George’s desired to sell their 
property, but they agreed that these young Lutherans 
might use the church until such time as it should be 
sold. The Episcopalians generously charged no rent: 
A big sign went up, saying that a Lutheran Sunday- 
school would be held here. 

One of the first “finds” was a house-decorator, who 
had attended church only once in twenty-one years, 
and that for a funeral. His little girls really ought 
to be receiving some religious instruction, he said, and 
his wife agreed. Why, yes, they would send them 
to the new Sunday-school. “The interest of my daugh- 
ters became contagious,” he said later, so on New 
Year’s Day, 1930, he himself came to church. After- 
ward, when in May last year an organized St 
Stephen’s Church grew out of this little Sunday-school, 
seven of the charter members received were the deco- 
rator and his wife and their five children. And be- 
cause of his zeal, he was elected president of the 
congregation, which began with 125 members and, like 
the Sunday-school, is increasing. 

The Sunday-school had been in operation all winter 
before church organization was attempted. There were 
varied experiences -in ‘bringing the people in. The radio 
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helped. Concordia Seminary sends out every Sunday 
nignc sermons through KFUO, “The Gospel: Voice.” 
This gave the young men a chance to introduce them- 
selves as identified with that seminary. Dr. Maier 
took the KF UO pulpit with weekly “Heart-to-Heart- 
with-You” talks, in the name of the new Sunday-scnool. 
Responses came. 

The parents of the Sunday-school children were 
asked to come to a meeting. ‘lwenty-three assembled, 
to see what might be done to make the church more 
habitable. It was a good stone structure, spacious and 
of dignified architecture, but sadly out of repair. The 
group consisted of persons of varied background. One 
had been born in Hawaii, another born in Ireland, 
another in Canada, They were all alike in noi having 
a great deal of money. 

Notable from the start was the consecration of 
talent. A plumber, who had been going more to 
Masonic meetings than to church, was drawn to the 
school by his children. He saw a great deal to be 
done in the water pipes and drains, about $2,000 
worth. Well, he, too, would give this free, which he 
did. He has continued to find the new cause interest- 
ing, and in St. Stephen’s Church he is now secretary. 

There was a painter who gave the painting work, 
a carpenter who repaired the woodwork, an electrician 
who rewired the church, all free of charge. A land- 
scape gardener took outside time to make the church 
lawn presentable; and when another member began 
his work outside, gratis, in the stone scouring process 
(sand blasting), which made the old church whiie and 
fair as it was when it was new, the people of the 
neighborhood were more than ever aware that life 
was being restored where there had. seemed to be 
no hope. 

The people contributing gave cheerfully of time and 
talents. ‘The superintendent of the renovation, al- 
though he was not yet a member of the church, gave 
more than 1,000 hours’ work. The principle was made 
clear that financial remuneration should be asked only 
when the individual depended for his livelihood upon 
that particular occupation. “Whatever talent one has,” 
said one of the seminary young men, “is given of God, 
and if possible, it should be a free gift to his cause.” 
Just as the artisans had worked in their off-time, so 
the organist contributed her services free, even to an 
organ prelude of the “Heart-to-Heart-with-You” radio 
services, and trained teachers served free in the Sun- 
day-school. “The command to go out and do mission 
work,” said this same young man, “is not only the 
command Christ gave to a few. He gave it to every 
Christian. God expects us to use our gifts.” 

Meantime the officers of the discontinued St. George’s 
found no buyers for their property. The people of 
the new Sunday-school offered to negotiate for the 
purchase, and a bargain price of $29,500 was made to 
them, —a figure about $100,000 less, competent author- 
ities say, than it would cost to reproduce such a struc- 
ture today. In faith that they could somehow raise 
the money, the new group agreed to buy. Professor 
Maier, with all his vision, found himself almost~rue- 
ful over the bargain. He was thoughtfully strolling 
over the seminary campus, when he met an old gen- 
tleman, little known to him, likewise strolling. He 
was a Lutheran, and he had heard of the new project. 
“IT would like to contribute $1,000,” he said to the 
seminary professor. That gift pointed the way, and 
from that good start they went on without hesitancy. 

The name St. Stephen’s was selected. As soon as 
the church was organized, a pastor was called: the 
Rev. Arthur C, Nitz, of Seattle, Wash., one of the 
young seminary students, graduating, who had been 
active*in the Sunday-school canvass. He lives in the 
rooms above the ‘auditorium, but he is planning and 
looking ahead to improvements, one of which shall 
be the establishment of a Christian day school. 

St. Stephen’s regards the children as the hope of 
the church. The pastor is busy in daytime through 
the week, calling at the homes of the children and 
members. The lay members are busy looking up 
possible new families, 

Doctrine is made all-essential, The children are 
rooted and grounded in the faith, They must know 
the Bible. Their attendance is not based on prizes 
or on entertainment features. 


The teachers of the Sunday-school meet ‘every 


Thursday night with the pastor for prayer and study. 
This begins with a devotional service, then from week 
to week the different teachers give presentations of 
lectures and of discussions as they would conduct them 
in the Sunday-school.. The pastor then gives the 
teachers a talk on a Christian educational topic. The 
thought is kept ever present: the teacher has little 
souls: under his care, and how will they be influenced 
for the Christian life? Sunday-school is not regarded 
as a light or casual matter. To omit attending is to 
omit a serious duty. Supplementing the Sunday-school 
there is a continuous course of instruction by the pas- 
tor on Tuesday nights for those children who have sig- 
nified their intention to accept Christ. There are 
twenty Tuesday night lessons in this course, and the 
child is examined privately, not publicly, on his faith. 

The children are all within walking distance of 
the church. They came faithfully through the sum- 
mer. The whole system has worked out so well that 
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a new class of seminary s.udents is. ready this year 
to enter on some other new “clinic” in some other de- 
serted center where the church is supposed to have 
no chance.

A CLASS of girls complained that they could not 
start an elaborate method of keeping wall records, 
or carrying on memory contests, or other handwork 
because they had so little time for the lesson. 

One member suggested that they do some of this 
work before Sunday-school started. She declared if 
they could get to school at nine o’clock they could 
ag Sunday-school by quarter past nine if they 
tried. . 

Some’ did not think they could come so early, but 
it was finally decided that those who could should 
come as early as they might. ; 

The girls brought materials and made their birthday 
calendarg, attendance charts, contest posters, and any 
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other projects they might have in mind during the 
period before Sunday-school. 

They also atiended to sticking seals, stars, and other 
symbols earned and reported the week before, and at- 
tended to any changes necessary before class time, so 
the report could be read to the whole class. 

Some of the girls really could not come eartier, but 
most of them did at least part of the time, and some 
of them all of the time. Those who did come thus 
early got just that much more out of the class than 
the later-comers. Of course they did not do any cf 
the real lesson work during this time, but extras which 
they could not do during the lesson hour. 

One thing they did was to hold memory drills dur- 
ing the last ten minutes before the bell rang for open- 
ing. Most always all the class were there in time 
for the drill. The class improved fifty per cent in 
promptness and the attendance was much better. They 
actually gained several new members through their 
interest in the work the class was doing with their 
hands, and held them because they became interested 
in the class session also. Of course the class had 
their own alcove to do this work in.

Glimpses of a life and life-work devoted - 
to the producing of Christian literature 








Fleming H. Revell, Publisher

in your favorite bookshop, your eyes catch 

first the title, then the writer’s mame, and 
then the name of the publisher. Perhaps the writer 
seems almost like a personal acquaintance because you 
have read articles about him, and have seen his pic- 
ture. But do you know the publisher? 

You should be interested in him. Authors are, new 
authors and old. And the kind of publisher he is 
makes a great difference to the reader. For the pub- 
lisher selects or rejects manuscripts, issues his ap- 
proved selections, and puts them into the bookstore 
where you can see them. That is a great service to 
you, — if he is a good publisher. 

On October 11 one of the most noted of our Amer- 
ican publishers passed away, Mr. Fleming H. Revell 
of New York. He was eighty-one years old, and his 
age was so unfavorable to his recovery from a seem- 
ingly slight fall in his home at Riverdale-on-Hudson 
that his death resulted in a few days. 

He had been at the head of his publishing enterprise 
for more than sixty years. He was born in Chicago 
on December 11, 1849, and when only twenty years of 
age went into the business of issuing his own publica- 
tions. Everybody's Paper, a small religious monthly, 
was his preface to an ever-increasing product. In 
1871 the great Chicago fire destroyed what he had 
built up, but with characteristic determination he went 
on with Everybody’s Paper, and somewhat later added 
two more periodicals, Words of Life and Temperance 


Wis you are glancing through the new books 


Tales. Before long, however, he gave these up, and! 


began to confine himself chiefly to the publication of 
books. W. P. Mackay’s “Grace and Truth” was his first 
book, and after sixty’ years it still appears in his 
catalog, with some two thousand other titles. That list 
is almost a roster of the most notable names in the 
field of evangelical authorship. 

It was about thirty years ago that the headquarters 
of the Fleming H. Revell Company, after several 
intermediate locations in New York, was established 
at the present address, 158 Fifth Avenue. Mr. Revell 
had to a high degree the qualities a good publisher 
must have. His judgment of manuscripts was, as one 
of his associates recently said, “almost uncanny.” All 
book manuscripts that were offered to his company 
that were not obviously impossible he read closely, 
and judged rigidly. ~The book must be worth while, 
clean, readable, meeting a real demand. Mr. Revell 
was a hard worker, and after a long day he would 
spend many an evening hour in studying, appraising, 
and deciding upon manuscripts. 

Among his associates and helpers he showed forth 
qualities which greatly endeared him to them. I 
asked’ one of them what qualities he would name as 
especially characteristic of his old friend and chief. 
Instantly came the answer, “Courtesy, poise, firmness, 
good judgment, an undercurrent of force, and he was 
always bringing out the best in those who worked 
with him.” : 

“Yes,” said another, “and he never kept anybody 
waiting long. If some one came to see him at the 
office, he would usually interrupt what he was doing 
so that the caller would not have to wait. .And in 
all the forty years I have been with him he never 
said a cross or impatient word to me.” 

If you entered his private office on a busy day, you 
saw a man of goodly height and sturdy build rise to 
greet you. His eyes, his words, his whole manner 
gave you a welcome. On his flat-topped desk were 

and manuscripts. Behind him-were shelves of 


books, and around the walls of the modest room book 
illustrations, and the portraits of authors. Very direct 
and simple in his conversation, he would go straight 
to the heart of a subject, and it was his habit to give 
an immediate answer to any question brought before 
him, if he could possibly do so. 

“He was the most unselfish man, and the finest 
Christian gentleman I have ever known,” said another, 
and in this instance it was the son who thus earnestly 
gave his testimony to a father’s life, —the son Flem- 
ing H. Revell, Jr., now president of the company. 

It was characteristic of the youthful spirit of the 
father that only a year ago he went with his son to 
see a championship skating match, for he wanted to 
see again an exhibition of a sport in which he had 
himself been an adept. 

Mr. Revell had a most remarkable memory. Men- 
tion one of the Revell books, and he could -tell you 
all about it. Facts and figures came to him out 
of the past as though on memoranda before his eyes. 
This was through no narrow concentration of interest, 
for the publisher was very much alive to events around 
him. He had made more than thirty round trips across 
the Atlantic. His relations with writers and other dis- 
tinguished men abroad were many. On his last jour- 
ney to England, although he had retired from any 
active connection with his- company, he was watchful 
in their behalf. When he returned he said, “I’m not 
much good any more, but at least I picked up one 
book.” And that one was “God in the Slums,” of 
— some two hundred thousand copies have been 
sold. 

Mr. Revell’s judgment did not decrease with the 
years. ‘That was a faculty of his so appreciated by 
others that even in his earlier years, his brother-in-law 
D. L. Moody was accustomed to consult him about 
many matters. Thus the publisher was called into 
service as a director of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, treasurer of the American Mission to Lepers, 
trustee of the Northfield Schools, and’ of Wheaton 
College, Illinois. 

Mr. Revell was an elder in the Riverdale Presby- 
terian Church, and had been at one time superintend- 
ent of its Sunday-school. -Many important Sunday- 
school study and method books are on the list of his 
company, and the widely used lesson-help monthly 
The Illustrator. His self-effacement, his humility 
were everywhere apparent. Bidding farewell to his 
host at dinner one evening he said, pleasantly, “It 
was good of you to put up with me when I put up 
with you.” And one who knew him most intimately 
said to me, “And he meant. that, too.” 

Coming out of the National Arts Club after a din- 
ner given in honor of Mr. William H. Wooster, 
associated with him for forty years, he passed by the 
doorman who knew him, got into his car, and was 
moving away. Suddenly he asked his chauffeur to 
return. He spoke to the doorman, conversed for a 
moment, ‘and then was willing to drive away, but not 
until then. So it was in his relationship with others, 
no matter what their station. This was the publisher’s 
last visit to the city. 

Mr. Revell created books by encouraging unknown 
and struggling authors to go on with. their efforts 
until success came to them. He was a true publisher 
in all these ways of his as he built up the structure 
which bears his name, and which it is the intention 
of the management to maintain on the principles which 
actuated its founder.

Sir Charles Marston 
on Discoveries at Jericho 


Sir Charles Marston has been “financially interested,” 
as he modestly expresses it, in the archeological re- 
search conducted on the site of Jericho during the 
past three years, by Professor Garstang, formerly 
Director of Antiquities to the Palestine Government. 
Sir Charles bore the cost of the first two expédi- 
tions; the cost of the latest one he shared with the 
late Lord Melchett. He recently made an address 


before the Church Association at Queen’s College, 


Birmingham, England, describing some of the results 
of the work at Jericho, which he is now passing on 
to readers of Tae Sunpay ScuHoot Times. - The 
digging has resulted in overwhelming corroboration 
of the facts given in the Book of Joshua and, as 
Sir Charles shows, the destructive positions of the 
Higher Critics are demolished.

The Lesson as a Whole

O SHOW the pupils that the true disciple does

The Historical Setting 


Ramsay calculates that Paul arrived in Rome in 
February, A, D. 60, and remained there a prisoner 
until the end of 61. .Alford makes the date just a 
year earlier. In either case he would have been in 
Rome before Burrus died and while he and Seneca 
were still more or less molding the policy of Nero. 
It may be noted that Festus died in the summer of 62. 

The abrupt termination of the Acts has often been 
noticed. The simplest, explanation is that Luke wrote 
no more because he knew no more. That is, that 
the book was published about the end of the two years 
mentioned in 28:30. The suggestion has been made 
that Luke intended to write three books to form a 
complete trilogy, and that this would to some extent 
account for the absence of any finishing touches to 
Acts. If so, we may well suppose that the Neronian 
persecution when it broke out rendered it impossible 
for the project to be carried out. 


Verse by Verse 


‘Acts 28: 16—Rome. Rome was founded, according 
to tradition, in 750 B.C. Its foundation was there- 
for-“contemporary with the lives of Hezekiah and 
Isaiah. Rome first came. into political contact with 
the Jews sometime during the second century B. C. 
Judas Maccabeus entered into more or less definite 
relations with Rome in 161 B. C. The original city 
state was. by that time already beginning to expand 
into a great world power. At the time Paul reached 
Rome the population of ‘the city amounted probably 
to one and a half millions. ‘When: or by whom the 
Gospel was first preached in Rome is uncertain. As 
sojourners from Rome were in Jerusalem on the day 
of Pentecost (Acts 2: 10-41) some of them may have 
been among the three thousand converts. Paul refers 
to Romans who were’ in Christ before him (Rom. 16: 
7). Many of the Jews who had been banished from 
Rome by the edict of Claudius were brought under 
the influence of: Paul,, and on returning to Rome 
swelled the ranks of the converts and missionaries 
there (Acts 18:2, 3, 18; Rom. 16:3, 7, 9, 22). Pris- 
cilla and Aquila were notable examples of this. The 
imprisonment of Paul at Rome was prior to the great 
fire and the subsequent rebuilding and beautifying of 
the city in which the Emperor Nero took such an 
interest. 

The captain of the guard, that is, the pretorian 
guard. This imperial bodyguard consisted of nine 
thousand men organized in nine cohorts or regiments. 
The pay of the pretorian soldier was double that of 
the ordinary legionary, and his time of service was six- 
teen years. The command was in the hands of two 


% % % a 


prefects of equestrian rank. The number two was 
chosen to diminish the risk of treachery, for the per- 
sonal safety of the Emperor depended upon these 
troops. Only a small division of the prztorians was 
stationed: in Rome. The rest were quartered in the 
neighborhood. In A. D. 23, however, this arrange- 
ment was altered and the whole of the pretorian guard 
was collected into one camp just outside the city. 
Only Italians were permitted to enlist in the przetorians. 
It. is interesting to note that between the years 51 
and 62 there was only one preztorian prefect — Af- 
ranius Burrus. But it is not quite certain whether 
Burrus is the man to whom Luke refers here. The 
singular may be used of the officer who was actually 
on duty at the time. Burrus died in A. D. 62. He 
had been a close friend of the philosopher Seneca. 
The pretorian guards among their other duties had 
charge of all prisoners sent to Rome from the prov- 
inces. 

With a soldier that kept him. Probably a squad of 

four men was detailed for this duty. To one of these 
Paul was chained day and night, the soldier being 
relieved every four hours (cf. chap. 12:6; 28:20). 
' Verse 17.—Paul called the chief of the Jews. Here 
as always Paul first appealed to the Jews. As he could 
not go to the synagogue he invited the leaders to 
come to him. He desired to make it clear that his 
appeal to Cesar was forced upon him and was not 
undertaken from any wish to accuse his nation. 

Was I delivered ... into the hands of the Romans. 
Paul does not stress the fact that it was only the 
Roman intervention that saved his life.

pecues was a prison lonely and grim; he could 
not go forth, but-men ‘came to him: — He could 
not go forth to the work that he loved, nor travel 
afar as he bravely had roved; he was held toa house 
and was bound by a chain, and there, for two years, 
he was forced to remain; but mightily. active in spite 
of it all, he was ever the tireless evangelist, Paul!

1. The handicap of circumstances. Paul was a pris- 
oner and could not go out. By day and by night 
he was never alone. All privacy was denied him. 
He had come through the great peril and strain of 
storm and shipwreck. These things would have been 


enough to extinguish the zeal of many men. Paul had . 


been longing for years to see Rome (Rom. 1:11). 
Now he came to it, but as a prisoner. 

Handicaps and disappointments were no hindrance to 
Paul’s faith, He had some assets on which he. could 
count.

Here he could receive those who 
would come to him, and he could, by means of his 
friends, arrange for his messages to be delivered in 
the city and for his letters to be transmitted to 
churches abroad. Paul’s years of imprisonment have 
proved to be in the, providence of God the most fruit- 
ful of all his life. To them we owe the great prison 
Epistles: Ephesians, Philippians, and Colossians. Are 
we sufficiently indomitable in the service of our Mas- 
ter to turn our stumblingblocks into stepping stones? 
The Devil may hem us in but he cannot roof us in. 


2. The depth of Paul’s love for his nation. He had 
written much about that in the Epistle to the Romans 
(cf. chap. 9), now he proves the reality of it. He 
bears no grudge against the men who have done their 
utmost to compass his death. ‘With loving insistence 
and unwearied patience he still seeks to present Christ 
to these Jews at Rome. His love was a refleciion 
of the love of Christ. That love can be “shed abroad 
in hearts by- the Holy Ghost” if we will (Rom. 
5: §).

While 
Paul was traveling under the direction and - by . the 
power of the Holy Spirit, and was given the ability 
of working miracles, yet it will be noticed that Paul 
always was expected to use his God-given brains. 
“Wise as serpents, and harmless as doves” was the 
Master’s direction for Christian work (Matt: 10:16). 
There are many folks engaged in Christian activities 
who seem to forget. this and in consequerice sometimes 
make a mess of things.. They say, “We'll pray: it 


through,” at a.time when it- would’ be better to say,: 





“We'll think ‘it “through.”. - Praying “is ia-great deal. 


easier than thinking. ‘As I have likely told.you before, 
the late Mr. “Edison had hanging alf over this. Orange, 
N. J., factory signs. with a quotation from Sir- Joshua 
Reynolds. He- aittographed one of them and sent 
it to me. Here-it is just exactly as it is printed and 


hangs in my library: “THERE IS _NO EXPEDIENT~TO.- 


WHICH A MAN WILL NOT RESORT TO AVOID .THE -REAL 


LABOR OF THINKING.” Paul did the brainy :thing--when «. 


he got to Rome. He got-the ieading men together 


and laid his plans on the table. There -was -no~Jew*- 


trouble in Rome for Paul. If some -sorehead :tried -to 
start something “the chief of the. Jews”. would say, 
“Yes, we were there and -he told us. all about: it.” 
As-I write our church is looking for a minister and 
praying the Lord to send us the man of -his choice, 


but at the same time’ we are using» what brains we: 


have to the same end. By the time :this..is printed I 
will be able ‘to tell you-hew Prayer and Brains. made 
out in Old First of ‘Coatesville. (P. S—We made out 
splendidly. The Lord sent us the Rev. Wilbur M: 
Smith, one of ‘the Times’ writers. -He was not»an 
applicant for the place. The Lord just sent. the. very 
man we needed in answer to our Prayers and 
PATIENCE. ) 


Opposition.—For as concerning this sect, we. know 
that every where it is spoken against (v. 22). In the 
Union League here in Chicago in browsing .over ithe 
“Library” I was, as a church fellow, attracted to a 
fat volume titled on the back “The Saints.” I expected 
to find something religious, but upon opening.the book 
I found it was an exhaustive history-of the Mormons 
by one of their number who had been an elder and 
left them. The book is copiously illustrated. As I 
skimmed over the pages with their pictures I was 
struck by the persecutions that these earliest Mormons 
had to endure. Burnings and killings a plenty. That 
sect was certainly “every where spoken against.” One 
picture shows Smith, the founder, being shot to death 
in the jail yard. But the Mormon Church grew under 
this opposition and founded the great ‘commonwealth 
of Utah. Before the Mormons were the Quakers, the 
Methodists, the Baptists, the Waldensians. Since the 
Mormons, came the Salvation Army. I hold no brief 
for Mormonism or any .other non-Christian sect. I 
am only trying-to:show: by: history that we need never 
be disheartened and: discouraged by opposition.. The 
more spoken against the greater the growth. If the 
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Mormons: had been left to. themselves the sect would 
probably ‘have: died «just when it was born, like many 
another. cranky-ism that could be named. » Here is 
the explanation. When a thing is well advertised, no 
matter what, there are peoplé to come and buy it. 
Now “speaking against” any cause, good or bad, is 
an. excellent way to advertise it. Years ago there was 
a new. party called “Abolitionists” and “Black Repub- 
licans” and very unpopular North and South. Wendell 
Phillips was rotten egged in Boston. Opposition 
added. to the :Abolitionists and came war. But here 
is ‘the whole point of this paragraph: Welcome the 
opposition to your Christian. work. Despair when 
folks don’t care. If opposition is good for things not 
so good, opposition is.good for things ever so good! 


Paul’s Method.—And Paul dwelt two whole years 
in his own hired house, and... preaching ... and 
teaching those things which concern the Lord Jesus 
Christ,:. . .-no-man-forbidding him (vs. 30, 31). If 
Paul-could have had.a Boswell during those two years 
what a -book. that would-be! He did have a Bos- 
well? So he did! Let us hope that some day some 
one may. “dig up” some more of the works of Dr. 
Luke. I have.always had an idea that Paul’s “own 
hired house” might have been a sort of shrine and 
gatheritig -place- for that which was best in: Rome. 
The best both high and.low - (Phil. 4:22; Rom. 16: 
10, 11). “Czsar’s household” would be Cesar’s court, 
and in -Rome,-.as in Philippi, some of the fine folks 
would find Paul. Brairs and quality always attract 
brains and quality... Paul» seems to have had that 
which for want of a better term we call “magnetism,” 
“personality,” “appeal.” ‘When folks visited Paul you 
can he very sure they did not go away empty and 
cold, for Paul was a “live wire” if there ever was 
one. While Paul’s callers no doubt brought him the 


»news of the games and races, both of Greece and 


Rome, he never failed to preach and teach the things 
concerning: his Master, the Lord Jesus Christ. I ex- 
pect some of these things we will- find in the Book 
of Romans, -even though those letters were written 
from Corinth before Paul ever saw Rome. That won- 
derful eighth chapter, for example. He naturally would 
be to. the Romans -pretty much as he wrote. Don’t 
we.all do-it? I think Paul there in his hired house 
talked golf, baseball, football, polo, or their Roman 
equivalent because Romans were “fans,” high and low. 
The Czsars promoted and encouraged sports to keep 
the populace “sweet.” Paul would undoubtedly use 
the popular ideas- as points of contact. In artistic 
Athens, you may remember, this was his method on 
Mars’ Hill, where-he referred to art and letters, for 
points -of. contact (Acts 17: 23, 28). I have an idea 


-that Paul’s method is a good one. In fact, this for 
.years has been the teaching. method of Yours Truly.

“Hell Fire Corner” was the name of a spot on the Menjn Road in Belgium, so named by 
British Tommies because of the terrific shelling it underwent during the worst days of the 
war. It*was a place of horror and bloodshed, a devastated area plowed up by tank and shell 
and all the paraphernalia of war. : 


Today the same region re-echoes to the Gospel of Peace. The Belgian Gospel Mission has 
opened a station at Courtrai, on the famous Menin Road, not far from “Hell Fire Corner.” 
From this station the light of God’s truth shines brightly, as’it does from the others of the 
Mission's stations in Belgium, to lead men and women to the knowledge of Jesus Christ.

But let us help our girls to trace his 
long-cherished hope of preaching his glo- 
rious Gospel there. For this purpose the 
girls will need their open Bibles, a large 
copy of their historical chart of -The 
Acts (on board. or paper, completed 
through chapter 24), and a good map of 
the Roman world of Paul’s time. 

First, from their Bibles: Acts 19: 21 
records the first mention of this desire of 
Paul’s; and both the context of that 
verse and the chart show that he ex- 
pressed this desire during his third mis- 
sionary journey. e map. will locate 
him, at that time, in Ephesus, during 
his two-year stay in that great city, be- 
fore he was driven-from it by that mad 
mob. i 

Now have the girls turn to Romans 1: 
8-17, and then 15: 18-27, noting that this 
letter of Paul’s was almost certainly writ- 
ten during that brief stay in Macedonia 
recorded in Acts 20:1, 2. The map will 
show your girls what Paul meant by 
“from Jerusalem, and round about unto 
Hlyricum” (Rom. 15: 19). 

Our last lesson told us what happened 
to Paul in Jerusalem, up to the point of 
his arrest and imprisonment, and the home 
study (if followed) completed the history 
of this fateful last visit to his own old 
city.

AY, fellows, let us find in Paul’s stay 
in Rome some help upon a common- 
place but very practical truth: that is, 
what to do with rainy days. Bad weather 
is not the handicap now that it used to 
be. “There was a time when a rainstorm 
would drive about ninety-nine percent of 
the population indoors. Journeys would 
be postponed; ali outside activities, ex- 
cept emergency work or doctors’ calls, 
would be suspended. But now, we have 
developed such facilities for going in all 
kinds of weather that nothing but a pic- 
nic may be interrupted by rain. Hard 
surfaced roads, closed cars, vestibule 
trains, slickers and rubbers enable us to 
go right on. Even the airplanes take off 
in the face of a storm. True, the culti- 
vation of land and crops is still inter- 
rupted by rainy days; but a thrifty farmer 
usually finds good use for such time. 

But the term “rainy day” still stands 
for a handicap, a time of downpour or 
of gloom and threatening storm — some- 
thing in the elements of circumstances 
over which we have no possible control 
—which beats us in the face and drives 
us out of the course we had planned, back 
into some unexpected retirement. 

Paul had long planned to visit Rome. 
It seems to have been one of his high 
expectations. Even while in Ephesus, en 
route to Jerusalem, we find him saying, 
“After I have been there, I must also 
see Rome’ (Acts 19:21). Doubtless 
he planned to go there, as to other cities, 
enter-the synagogues of the Jews and 
tell his great story of his conversion and 
preach Jesus Christ — maybe in some way 
to get an audience with the great Roman 
emperor himself. And Paul’s wish to 
visit Rome was to be gratified, but in 
a way he did not plan. Little did he 
think he would go there as a prisoner 
charged with a crime that called for the 
death penaity ; nor that he would go there 
by the way of persecution and shipwreck 


Paul in Rome, at last; but in chains. 

Now, fellows, it would not seem un- 
reasonab'e if Paul under such a turn of 
affairs had simply resigned himself to 
be a prisoner and nothing else. How can 
a soldier fight when he is taken prisoner 
by the enemy? And, too, Paul recog-

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was “a prisoner of Jesus Christ.” Four 
times he called himself that, in his letters 
(see Eph. 3:1 and 4:1; Philem. 9 and 
2 Tim. 1:8). He was in Roman chains, 
but his Lord who could have prevented 
it was permitting it. 

But that would not have been Paul. 
He made great use of his “rainy days.” 
Those days of handicap, of restriction, of 
confinement, of chains were all put to 
good account to the big purpose of his 
life — “that utterance may be given unto 
me, that I may open my mouth boldly, 
to make known the mystery of the gospel” 
(Eph. 6: 19). : 

Fellows, you could not get hold of a 
bigger, finer truth or principle of living 
than this; rather, let it get hold of you: 
rainy days are for special use. They are 
to be capitalized. When John Bunyan 
was thrown into Bedfor © Jail for preach- 
ing the Gospel, he wrote “The Pilgrim’s 
Progress” during his twelve years of im- 
prisonment, and it has proved to be the 
most universally read story ever written 
(outside of the Bible), having been trans- 
lated into seventy-five languages and dia- 
lects. His forty-eight years of liberty 
did not produce anything half so fine as 
the product of his twelve years of con- 
finement. When Beethoven was overtaken 
by deafness, he did not give up his music, 
but continued to compose those great 
sonatas which still enrapture the music- 
loving world. Robert Louis Stevenson, 
the author of that charming story, 
“Treasure Island,’ mounted to his top 
place among English writers, while’ suf- 
fering day and night in a disease-wracked 

. And so could the record be multi- 
plied, indefinitely, where out of the “rainy 
days” of men’s lives have come their 
paramount achievements.. What are your 
rainy days, fellows? Have you had 
them? Did you use them, or did you fail 
to see they were for use? Well, even 
at that, there are doubtless more to 
come; and if a fellow, instead of grunt- 
ing about them and moping around wait- 
ing for the sun to come out, could catch 
their significance and realize that some 
splendid thing — maybe some unique thing 
— was hidden in them, he would have an 
experience that would make him always 
look back to those rainy days with sat- 
isfaction. 

Paul, “a prisoner of Jesus Christ,” did 
his best work under handicaps — glory- 
ing in his infirmities that the -power of 
Christ might rest upon him —and in the 
closing days of that great career, sang 
out with the note of a conqueror, “I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: henceforth 
there is laid up for me a crown of right- 
eousness, which the Lord, the righteous 
Judge, shall give me at that day: and 
not to me only, but unto all them also 
that love his appearing” (2 Tim. 4:7, 8).

O you remember, in Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin, how some of the slaves were 
bemoaning their condition and telling of 
their troubles and trials, and Uncle Tom 
roused them with the exhortation, “Think 
on the mercies, children; think on the 
mercies.”

The accompanying engraving which is an exact reproduction 
of the Attendance Card explains itself. Here is the whole process. 
Follow it carefully and note its simplicity. 

red card is filled out for each scholar and a green card for 
each teacher in the school, noting the name, address, class num- 
ber and department. 

The cards for each class are kept together in an envelope suitably 
inscribed. 

Before the opening of the school the Secretary distributes these 
envelopes to the classes. See description of envelopes following. 

During the lessons he visits each class; the teacher, or one of 
the scholars, hands him the cards of those scholars who are 
absent, and he punches them in the proper marginal square. If 
no scholar be absent, as is often the case, absolutely no mark or 
action is necessary on the part of anyone.
